The general Idea of the "Foxlcus"
Play Is the utilization of ancient
Roman costumes, settings, and motif
for the production of a purely mod-
ern farce with te acces-
sories. The story deals with a poor
Koman who would wed a rich
maiden, whose father wants her to
marry a stock broker, and banishes
he young man from his extensive

estates. The young man disguises
himself as a Nubian, Is sold as a

to the girl's father, and later is
old to the stock broker. He ob-

tains secrets of trade from the stock
broker, breaks the broker and makes
himself rich. It Is a conventional
story that might be real melodrama
were it not for the way in which it
s produced. The settings are prob-

ably the most magnificent that were
ever given a comedy by any film
company in this country. Most of
the scenes were made out of doors in
a formal Italian garden that was
evidently a part of a millionaire's
home or was permanently construct-
ed for the purpose of making ex-

terior pictures of marvelous beauty.
Massive masonry structures, foun-
tains, pools, and foliage of the
greatest beauty fill the place. In one
scene there is a long flight of broad
stone steps descending from a
ehrine-lik- e structure of concrete to
a long narrow pool set around with
tiled paving, a sort of Taj Mahal
suggestion.
